Save Law 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


chairman of a committee 
formed to preserve a 1969 law 
which makes it difficult for cit- 
ties to annex territory said 
Wednesday that unless the situ- 
ation changes, he will ask that 
the drive be discontinued. 


John Purtle, chairman of the 


Committee to Preserve Act 65 
of 1969, needs 37,000 petition sig- 
natures by July 16 to force an 
election of a 1971 law which 
would destroy Act 65. 


Purtle said Wednesday he 


was disappointed in the re- 
sponse to the drive. He said 
only about half of the needed 
signatures have been collected. 


Purtle, who was then a state 


representative, introduced the 
bill which became Act 65. It re- 
quired that any move by a city 
to annex territory would require 
approval of both the residents 
of the city and residents of the 
territory to be annexed in sep- 
arate election. 


The petition effort is aimed at 


invalidating Act 298 of 1971. 
That act would allow an annex- 
ation if approved by the com- 
bined voters of a city and the 
territory to be annexed in a sin- 
gle election. 


Purtle said the recent legisla- 


tion would allow city voters to 
overwhelm the voters in the 
territory to be annexed.

South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters refused to confirm the re- 
treat from Fire, Base Fuller, on 
a hilltop four miles south of the 
DMZ. But a spokesman, Lt. 
Col. Le Trung Hien, said there 
were unconfirmed reports that 
the 500 South Vietnamese at the 
base had "moved off the hill 
and are fighting enemy troops 
around it." 


Hien said the enemy pounded 


the base with 800 mortar shells 
in less than two hours Wednes- 
day, the heaviest shelling of 
any fixed installation this year. 
But he said casualties were 
"light." 


Sources in the field reported 


that a large enemy force made 
a ground assault after the shell- 
ing. 


These informants said the 


South Vietnamese garrison re- 
quested permission to abandon 
the base, but this was refused. 
Fighting continued, and the 
South Vietnamese were driven 
out of the base Wednesday 
night, despite support 
from 


neighboring artillery, American 
B52 bombers and helicopter 
gunships.

PeaceTalkers 
Blame All 
on Nixon 


PARIS (AP) - North Viet- 


nam's spokesman at the Paris 
peace talks accused President 
Nixon today of being "directly 
implicated" in the unleashing 
of the American war in Viet- 
nam. 


Xuan Thuy, Hanoi's chief 


delegate, told newsmen at the 
start of the 118th weekly ses- 
sion of the talks that Nixon's 
role in the early stages of the 
war emerged from the secret 
Pentagon papers published by 
The New York Times and other 
American newspapers. 


Thuy said the Pentagon re- 


port was "only part of the 
truth," but it was enough to 
show that "President Nixon 
himself was directly implicated 
in the process of American ag- 
gression from its very begin- 
ning." 


AS he did last week, Thuy 


made no mention of the revela- 
tions about the role of the Ken- 
nedy and 
Johnson adminis- 


trations in the war. 


Le Due Tho, a high-ranking 


member of the North Vietnam- 
ese regime, was arriving later 
today to confer with Thuy and 
his delegation. Tho was last in 
Paris in April 1970, and his re- 
turn may indicate some move- 
ment in the long-deadlocked 
talks following the U.S. Senate 
vote calling for total American 
withdrawal from Vietnam with- 
in nine months if all American 
prisoners are released.

Conservatives

if Nixon bows out, Reagan 
would be an overwhelming fa- 
vorite of GOP conservatives 
with Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew a weak second. It adds 
that, if Nixon runs, 72 per cent 
of those polled want him to 
keep Agnew on the ticket.

Democrat in 1972 rather than a 
Republican they dislike. 


Mrs. Schlafly, whose own ef- 


fort to win election to the 
House from a downstate Illinois 
district was unsuccessful. Says 
her poll is "the most com- 
prehensive and scientific in- 
depth survey of grass-roots Re- 
publican opinion ever taken." 


It was based on home inter- 


views with 3,423 people, a 
sample twice as large as that 
used in the Harris and Gallup 
polls. 


It shows that 32 per cent of 


those who said they voted for 
Nixon in 1968 would not again 
vote for him, even if the only 
alternatives are voting for Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine or 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace, or staying home. 


Twenty-five per cent of the

MIAMI (AP) — Mary Louise 


Peterson must shed 60 pounds 
in the next five months or go to 
jail for the next three years. 


The deadline diet was im- 


posed on the 38-year-old mother 
of six after she was found guil- 
ty of disorderly conduct and re- 
sisting police without violence. 
Criminal Court Judge Murray 
Goodman made the weight loss 
mandatory as a term of her 


three-year probation. 


"Her attorney said she was 


on welfare and was too over- 
weight to hold down a job," 
Goodman said. "If I put her in 
jail or fine her, I just penalize 
the children." 


At the time of her May 24 


trial, Mrs. Peterson tipped the 
scales at 315. Tuesday, she said 
she was down to 310. 


"I'm on a strict protein diet," 


she said. "It's not easy to lose 
weight, but then my doctor said 
it wouldn't be. The judge told 
me I had to lose three pounds a 
week until I got down to 250. 
I'm going to lose more than 
that, I'm not going to stop until 
I get down to 200. 


Mrs. Peterson, who is 6 feet

tall, said she weighed 138 when 
she was married, nearly 20 
years ago, but had gained 
steadily over the years.

Dear Reader—First let me 


explain to you exactly what 
endometriosis is. The uterus 
or womb is normally lined 
with special cells we call the 
endometrium. 
These 
cells 


undergo .changes .to- prepare 
for the fertilized ovum to 
locate and begin the process 
of pregnancy.If a pregnancy 
doesn't occur the cells slough 
off and menstruation occurs. 
Sometimes these same cells 
are displaced to other parts 
of the body, including thf 
ovaries, tubes or even in re- 
mote locations. 


Just before the ovum be- 


gins its journey to the womb 
with each month's cycle the 
endometrium in the uterus 
becomes e n g o r g e d with 
blood and increases in size. 
The displaced cells, wher- 
ever they are, do the same 
thing. If there is a collection 
of ceils in one or both tubes 
the swelling can cause pres- 
sure and severe pain. Pain 
can also be caused if the 
endometrial cells are in one 
or both ovaries. The ovaries 
are very sensitive and the 
swelling causes pressure and 
pain. Sometimes it is neces- 
sary to have an operation to 
preserve the function of the 
ovaries or to provide relief 
from severe pain. 


Displaced endometrial tis- 


sue can even cause bleeding. 
This has been offered as an 
explanation 
f o r 
bleeding 


from the palms of hands in 
religious figures s a i d to 
bleed "in sympathy" for the 
nails in the hands of Christ. 


There probably have been 


a lot of unnecessary opera- 
tions to remove the uterus 
l hysterectomy) for endomet- 
riosis. Surgery is indicated 
in some cases and it may be 
necessary 
to remove the 


ovaries. O t h e r s can be 
treated with hormones and 
after 
the 
menopause the 


problem disappears. 


I don't think you are going 


to die from it—that would 
be a most unusual complica- 
tion and you needn't worry 
about losing your mind ei- 
ther. This doesn't rule out 
the possibility that your par- 
ticular case may need surg- 
ery now or at sometime lat- 
er! but certainly not for the 
reasons you mentioned.

He g a n g e d about, 
floundered, snatched purses 
for nickels — and eventual- 
ly, naturally, he lost interest 
in and quit his education. 


"I joined the Army then," 


he says. "And because I was 
out to prove myself, I even 
joined the Special Forces 
(Green Berets). Then I got 
sent over to Vietnam." 


In war it was the same for 


him as others. There was 
fear and boredom and not 
much else. He was assigned 
to combat, kept for long pe- 


, riods in the field, and was in 
battle often enough to get a 


- Silver Star for heroism and 


two Purple Hearts. 


But the real war enemy 


. for Linder was not in the 


field. It was in the steamy 


' shanty huts surrounding his 
base camp. "Scag Alley," as 
the places are usually called. 
The huts are crammed with 
whores, bad booze — and, 
miserably, narcotics.

crime to raise the c a s h . 
Holdups, s t r e e t larceny, 
armed robbery. "I was never 
a cheap crook," he says, "I 
always went after big pay- 
offs." So big, in fact, New 
York cops began arresting 
him on sight, trial judges 
recognized him by reputation 
and the FBI put him on its 
list of 10 Most Wanted Men. 


It was, he recalls, bad 


times: "I was arrested 15 
times, I think, and convicted 
twice. I should have been 
convicted a dozen more. 1 
can remember it was very 
bad in jail. They'd just toss 
me in and let me sweat it 
out by myself. They didn't 
have any treatment for ad- 
dicts. I mean it was hell." 


It got so bad for Linder 


that the last time he was 
released from jail, he de- 
cided he could not survive 
the endless circle of addic- 
tion and arrest again. "I had 
to stop or die." So he joined 
one of New York's drug ther- 
apeutic communities (Hor- 
izon House), where for the 
last 15 months he has under- 
g o n e a mental metamor- 
phosis.

Thinks Time 
Good to Buy 
New Stocks

NEW YORK (AP) - This is 


an excellent time to buy issues 
of new stocks, says Milton 
Fisher. Some sound companies 
with good prospects are offer- 
ing their shares. The potential 
for big profits exists. 


But beware. A sound founda- 


tion in the new issue market of- 
ten deteriorates suddenly, 
catching the naive, the greedy 
and the fools in quicksand. The 
public's only protection is itself, 
says Fisher, and stmetimes it 
isn't protection enough. 


Nonsense, he said in the 


book, "How to Make Big Money 
in the Over The Counter Mar- 
ket." Investments are under 
your nose if you look, he said. 
Why invest in a big company 
whose growth is behind it and 
about which you know little 
when you can invest in a local 
company with its future ahead 
of it? 


Said Fisher; "only the public 


can reject the junk. Let the is- 
suer and the underwriter eat 
the garbage. They'll get the 
message." 


How do you reject the junk? 


By studying the prospectus, 
which Fisher claims really isn't 
as formidable as it appears. He 
gives this advice. 


1. Pay particular attention, of 


course, to the statement of 
earnings paragraphs. The com- 
pany must list its five-year fi- 
nancial record, or from its 
founding if less than five. What 
are the earnings per share? 


2. Determine the price-earn- 


ings ratio, or the number of 
times earnings the stock is sell- 
ing for. If a new issue comes 
out at 50 or 100 times earnings 
and you know you can get sea- 
soned companies at 15 times, 
you've had your warning. 


3. Study the paragraphs on 


"dilution." Be mighty skeptical 
of a new issue in which the in- 
sider's value per share was one 
cent and the stock is being of- 
fered to the public at $5 a

Witness Tells;

WASHINGTON, Pa. (AP) - 


Despite a guilty plea to murder 
charges and a detailed state- 
ment from a key defendant, au- 
thorities say their investigation 
into the 1969 slayings of United 
Mine Workers insurgent Joseph 
A. "Jock" Yablonski and his 
wife and daughter is far from 
closed. 


"The FBI has been looking, 


is looking and will continue to 
look for where the money came 
from to finance these slay- 
ings," said Thomas Henderson, 
a U.S. Justice Department law- 
yer, after Claude E. Vealey en- 
tered his guilty plea Wednesday 
in Washington County Common 
Pleas Court. 


In a 15-page, 3,500-word state- 


ment that was read after the 
plea, Vealey said he and two 
accomplices were paid a total 
of $5,200 by a man he knew 
only as "Tony" to execute the 
killings. Vealey indicated that 
he never saw "Tony," that the 
killings and payment were ar- 
ranged by a go-between. 


The two key questions re- 


mained after the statement: 
Tony's full identity and his mo- 
tive for wanting Yablonski 
killed. 


In Washington, a spokesman 


for the United Mine Workers 
said there was no connection 
between the Tony in Vealey's 
statement and UMW President 
W. A. "Tony" Boyle, who de- 
feated Yablonski for the union 
presidency after a bitter cam- 
paign that ended three weeks 
before the Yablonski murders. 


Neither Henderson, who was 


assigned to them in early 
1970, nor special state prose- 
cutor Richard Sprague would 
comment when asked whether 
they knew Tony's full identity. 


Sprague, however, said it was 


conceivable there would be 
more arrests. He called Vea- 
ley's plea and statement, deliv-

The cost of the new building, 


was placed at $750,000, which 
would have to be appropriated 
by the legislature. 


"A special session is under- 


neath the whole thing," said 
John Haley, chairman of the 
Correction Board. 


The building is now being 


used by about 60 students. 


Terrell Don Hutton, correc- 


tion commissioner, said about 
45 women inmates would be 
moved from Cummins Prison 
Farm to Little Rock if the 
agreement is completed. 


The legislature appropriated 


$300,000 earlier this year for a 
women's reformatory, but 
Haley said the funds would be 
returned to the state if the pro- 
posal is approved. 


Bumpers appeared at the 


meeting and said he supported 
the proposal. 


"I'm no penologist, but it 


seems like a very fine facility 
and a facility we can use now," 
he said. "It looks like a golden 
opportunity." 


"We have/our others to pros- 


ecute," Sprague said, "and it 
could be more." Four persons 
besides Vealey are charged in 
the Yablonski slayings. 


Some sources said authorities 


already had investigated three 
and perhaps more "Tonys," 
and that there was nothing in 
any of their backgrounds tying 
them to the case. 


News of Vealey's plea and 


statement 
spread 
slowly 


through the rich soft coal fields 
of Appalachia. 


In Charleston, W. Va., Dr. I. 


E. Buff, a physician who has 
campaigned for UMW reform 
and better mine safety and im- 
proved black lung benefits, 
said: 


"There is someone with a 


great deal of intelligence that 
masterminded the job. There is 
someone with a great deal of 
money that is also implicated. 
That's who we should get." 


Yablonski's sons Kenneth and 


Joseph, both sat only a few feet 
from Vealey as his statement 
was read into the record by an 
FBI agent in the hushed Wash- 
ington County courtroom. 


Anguish gathered in the eyes 


of both as Vealey's words told 
of how he and his accomplices 
stalked Yablonski for months 
before the slayings, and of how 
they finally broke into his state- 
ly, flagstone home in nearby 
Clarksville and pumped bullet 
after bullet into their victims 
from bedroom doorways. The 
bodies were found Dec. 31, 1969. 


In other developments: 
—Security, though extremely 


tight during Vealey's courtroom 
appearance, decreased Wednes- 
day night at the Washington 
County Jail, where Vealey was 
being held earlier in a specially 
constructed, closely 
guarded 


maximum security area. That 
led to speculation that he might 
have been transferred to anoth- 
er penal institution, but local 
authorities declined to answer 
inquiries. 


—Vealey's coattorney, Wil- 


liam C. Hart, said his client's 
guilty plea was designed to 
help him escape the electric 
chair. 


—Elmer Brown, Yablonski's 


running mate in the latter's un- 
successful 1969 bid to unseat 
Boyle, said he believed there 
were more persons and more 
money involved in the slayings 
than Vealey indicated.
